GRAND armywmen at Hartford, Conn.,
are indignant over the action of the
post at Wethersfield in burying with
grand army honors the body of Fran-
cis Gerhardt, a convict, serving a sen-
tence of eight years for burglary.

HerR ER¥EST vOX PLOXER, the new
Austrian finance minister, says that
upon assuming office he found the
finances -of the country in a favorable
condition.

CHicAGo, between the hours of 1 and
S6a. m., is practically under martial
law, with the police force as a garri-
son. Every person found on the
streets, outside the few whose business
is carried on all night, will be halted
by officers in plain clothes and re-
quired to give an account of himself.

IT is said that Helen Gould is en-
gaged to marry Actor Harry Wood-
ruff, known in the profession as “The
Boy Ingenu.” He is to abandon the
stage and spend two years at Yale
studying law at George Gould's ex-
pense before coming into possession of
his 210,000,000 bride. The Gould fami-

AFTER the filing of a bill of special
findings, agreed on by both sides in
the Iron Hall case, Judge Winters, of
Indianapolis, Ind., on the 16th, begana
study of the case preparatory to giv-
ing his decision. Opinions differ widely
as to the outcome. The court intima-
ted that needy members of the or-
der should not suffer by any delay on

IN an unofficial trial trip, under
forced draught, on the 14th, over the
measured course between Cape Ann
Harbor and Cape Porpoise, which is a
trifle less than forty-four knots long,
the United States cruiser Columbia
made the unprecedented speed of 22.87
knots an hour, an excess of 1.857 knots
over the contract requirement of twen-
ty-one knots an hour.

C. C. SHIELDS, a 12-year-old Chicago
‘boy, confessed in court, on the 14th, to
having removed the burning fuse
thrown from the rear of the wrecked
suburban tramn asa sign to the train
following, thus causing the wreck on
the Rock Island road at Eggleston. on
the Sth, that resulted in twelve deaths
and injuries to thirty others.

Burnpixe INsrECTOR TOOLEN made an
examination of the Chicago board of
trade building, on the 16th, and after-
ward made a report in which he says:
“The tower has some cracks in its
walls. but they are not new ones, for I
saw them four years ago. Each col-
umn in the tower supports over 500
tons, and, of course, the walls have
sunken some. but I am pretty sure
there is no danger toany part of the
structure.”

THE coroner’s jury investigating the
eollision on the Roeck Island road at
Eggleston, Chicago, on the Sth, by
which twelve persons were killed and
thirty injured, returned a verdict, on
the 15th, recommending that the ecn-
ductor, flagman and collector of the
suburban train be held for mar-
slaughter and censuring the Rock Is-
land Railroad Co. for running trains so
close together.

Pror. GARNER, the American who
went into the forests of Africa about a
year ago to live with the monkeys and
learn their language, arrived at Liver-
pool, on the 15th, on his return trip.

The howling
of coyotes and gray wolves led to the
discovery of the unfortunate family.

TeE Page flour mills of Fergus Falls,
Minn., with a capacity of 600 barrels a
day, the 120,000-bushel elevator, 40,000
bushels of wheat, the coopershop,ware-
house and a large amount of stock
were burned on tfe 15th. The loss on
the mill and elevator is £75,000, on
wheat and stock £25,000. The insurance
on the mill is £25,000, on the stock 222.-
000.

AMELIA DARBY, who pleaded guilty
at Ottumwa, la., to murder in the sec-
ond degree for killing Thomas Lloyd,
was sentenced, on the 15th, to fifteen
years in the penitentiary. She con-
fessed that she went to Keb, lured
Lloyd into the woods and killed him.

J A. DRAKE, treasurer of the Indi-
ana, Illinois & Iowa Railroad Co., was
assaulted in his office in the Rookerv
building, Chicago, on the 15th, and
robbed of £20,000, which he had packed
in a valise preparatory to going out
upon the road to pay employes.

Ox the 15th report was current in
Guthrie, Okla., that the Dalton gang
was preparing to make a raid on the
Sac and Fox agency and Hoffman &
Conklin's store on its next payment
day. Deputy marshals were dispatched
to the place.

THE overland stage was robbed, on
the morning of the 15th, 5 miles north
of Ukiah, Okla., by a lone highwayman.
The amount of treasure aboard itisim-
possible to ascertain. The passengers
were unmolested.

GEN. Jaumes McDoxarp, who for
nearly half a century wasa conspicu-
ous figure in public life as an editor,
secretary of the commonwealth and
adjutant-general, died at Richmond,
Va., on the 15th. He was born near
Lynchburg in 1824. Gen. McDonald
was a brother of Hon. Alex. McDonald,
minister to Persia. 3

Mrs. ANNIE Jouxsox (colored), who
claims to be 103 vears old, was fatally
burned at her home in Pittsburgh,
Pa., on the night of the 15th. Her
clothing ignited while she was stand-
ing in front of a grate fire. Nettie
Johnsge, recently burned to death by
a lamf¥ explosion, was her granddaugh-
ter.

HERIA, scarlet fever and small-
pox are epidemic in the vicinity of
Atchison, Kas., and part of the schools
have closed. There had been thirty
deaths from the diseases up tothe 16th,
and the doctors were apparently help-
less.

A crowD of 200 to 300 seafaring men
blocked the sidewalk in front of 61
South street, New York, on the 16th,
where the work of engaging crews for
the Brazilian war ships El Cid (now
Mctheroy) and Britanna was in active
progress.

Miss ELizABETH ELKINS, daughter of
the former secretary of war, Stephen
B. Elkins, was married. on the 1€k, to
Edward Bruner, a well-knosn club
man of New York city.

THE president has appointed D. M.
Kilpatrick, of Louisiana, assistant
treasurer of the United States at New
Orleans.

S8exor Momrgn, Spanish minister of
foreign affairs, received a telegram
from Brazil, on the 17th, stating that
Admiral Mello had proclaimed Count
d’Eu’s eldest son emperor of Brazil
This son is Prince Pierre d'Alcantara
Louis Phillippe. He was born at Pe-
tropolis, near Rio de Janeiro, on Octo-
ber 15, 1875. His mother is the pres-
ent Countess d’Eu and Princess Isa-
belle of Bragamza, daughter of the
late Dom Pedro,

Gov. McKIxLEY, of Ohio arr’ yed nt
the Windsor hotel in New “york on
the 16th.

Toree well-dressed men entered a
Pittsburgh (Pa.) je'selry store, on the
17th, and while ore engaged the atten-
tion of the clerk the others ran away
with a tray of diamond rings. The
one who carried the tray was captured
after a hard chase.

SExaTOoR VoorHEES, of Indiana, who
is spending two weeks between ses-
sions of congressat his home in Terre
Haute, says that he expects the house
will send the tariff bill to the senate
before the holidays.

Epwarp Hocax and Dominick Ho-
gan were sentenced, at Hancoek, Mich.,
on the 17th, to five years at hard la-
bor at the Marquette prison for train
robbing. Dominick was the messen-
ger on the robbed train.

THE attorney general of New York
hns begun a suit in the court of
chancery in the mname of the state
against the tobacco trust.

J. M. WASHBURN, former treasurer of
the Old Colony Railroad Co., died at
his home in Boston, on the night of the
17th, aged 73 years.

Prixce ALeExasper of RBattenberg,

formerly prince ol Bulgaria, died om
the 17th, at Gratz, Austria.
Tue steamer G. W. Clyde, which ar-
rived at New York on the 17th from
Cape Haytien, Turk's islands, and else-
where, reports no disturbance in Hayti
when she left on the 10th.

Rev. De Crnarres F. DEems, for years
pastor of the Church of the Strangers
in New York city, who was stricken
with paralysis several months ago, was
reported, on the 17th, as dying at the
home of his son-in-law, Marion J. Ver-
dery, in that city. The members of
his family were at the bedside of the
venerable clergyman.
ELEcTRICAL:propulsion of commereinl
boats on canals is no longer a theory,
but a demonstated success. Mule and
steam power are alike doomed by the
new power, which was successfully
tested, on the 17th, at Brighton, N. Y.,
on a waterway of the Erie eanal.

U. S. GrAaNT, son of the late Gen. U.

His brother Jesso is
aiso there, and they state that San
Diego will be their future home. Mrs
U. S. Grant is now in Santa Barbara,
but will join her sons shortly.

Tue retirement of Brig.-Gen. W. P.
Carlin on November 24 will make a
vacancy in that grade. Nearly every
colonel of the line has filed an applica-
tion with the adjuntant-genmeral, and
some of them are making strenuous ef-
forts to secure the place.

Tur supreme court of New York has
reversed the decision of the lowér court
and ordered a new trial of the damage
suit of William R. Laidlaw, whom Rus-
sell Sage used as ashield whenattacked
by the dynamiter Noreross, and which
resulted ia serious injury to Laidlaw.
BrrGLARS, on the morning of the
17th, entered the Big Four depot at
Troy, 0., during the,temporary absence
of the night operator, and carried off
the safe. They took it to a gravel pit,
about a half mile distant, where they
blew it open and rifled it of its valuable
contents.?

A Rerort has been received from
Rosario, Argentine Republie, saying
that a Swiss family living in that prov-
ince had been massacred and that the
Swiss colonists then banded together
and lynched the criminals. Forty of
the participants in the lynching were
arrested and imprisoned.

JunceE HEXRY C. CALDWELL, of Littie
Rock, Ark., sitting as one of the judges
of the United Statescircuit court of ap-
peals at St. Paul, Minn., on the 17th,
was robbed at the government build-
ing of an overcoat valued at $100. It
is said the pockets contained wvaluable
papers—documents, however, which
are valuable only to the court.

Ox the 17th Carlos Diaz Gomez de
Cadiz, the Spanish consul at Baltimore,
Md., committed snicide. He had been
an invalid for a long time. He jumped
out of a window while in a delirium
caused by fever.

LATE NEWS ITEMS.

A GENERAL strike on the entire sys-
tem of the Lehigh Valley railroad was
ordered at 10 o'clock on the night of
the 18th, and a complete tie-up of the
road ensued, nothing but mail trains
being moved by the strikers. The
cause of the men was much helped by
the refusal of competing lines to han-
dle any business of the Lehigh Valley
road.

OxE of the worst storms ever re-

ported from the United Kingdom and
English channel occurred on the 18th
and 19th, resulting in the loss of a
large number of ecraft of all deserip-
tions and innumerable human lives.
At several points on the coast the ther-
mometer fell rapidly and many per-
sons were frozen to death in the snow-
drifts.
THE investigation made by the Mar-
seilles police into the plot to blow up
the residence of Gen. Mathelin, com-
mander of the Fifteenth army corps,
has proven almost bootless, persons
cognizant of the facts being afraid to
testify lest they draw the vengeance of
the anarchists apon themselves.

Tue weekly statement of the New
York associated banks for the week
anded on the 18th showed the following
changes: Reserve, decrease, £7,041,750;
loans, increase, £1,253,200: specie, in-
crease,$1,279,400; legal tenders,increase,
$5,508,400; deposits, increase, £8,944,200;
sirculation. decrease, §279.700.

One would think to hear the comments of
Missourians on the streets to-night that Mis-
souri was out of the Union or just about to go
out. The disgust is great, the curses fierce.
It is all because of a couple jof appointments
made by President Cleveland to-day in the ex-
ercise of his undoubted righs and his wise dis-
cretion. ¢« ¢ ® In making these appoint-
ments the entire Missourl -delegation was
turned down with the exception of Seth Cobb,
of St. Louls, who is always right side up with
care.

Never, perhaps, did a state suffer such hu-
miliation through its representatives in con-
gress as Missourl suffered to-day. The sena-
tors and all the representatives, except Mr.
Cobb. had united in asking the administration
to appoint either Col. Finks, of Salisbury, or
Mr. Tiller, of Liberty. tobe collector of inter-
nal revenue for the Western district. They
also served notice on the administration that
while some of the delegation preferred Finks

satisfiled with the appointment of either.
® * * It looks as if the administration were
standing up for its friends and as if the silver
fight had not yet been forgotten.

HOW SCOTT HARHISON VOTED.

A Washington special to the St. Louis Globe-
Democrat says that a story is current at the
national capital that when a report got out of
an intention to appoint Mr. Scott Harrison
surveyor of the port of Kansas City, Congress-
man Tarsney called on Secretary Carlisle and
offered to produce the republican ballot which
Mr. Harrison voted at the general election last
year. A few days later Mr. Harrison called oa
Mr. Carlisle and Mr. Carlisle repeated to him
what Mr. Tarsney had said. The stoury con-
tinues:

I will save him the trouble of producing the
ballot,” said Mr. Harrison. *I did vote the re-
publican ticket. I voted the republican elec-
toral ticket because my brother was the candi-
date for president. I voted the state ticket be-
cause Maj. Warner. the candidate for gov-
ernor. was my neighborand friend. That is all
there is nbout it."

The secretary smiled and Mr. Harrison was
appointed surveyor.

St. Louls Schools.

The new school board of St. Lonuis is
republican in polities, and has been
organized on politieal grounds.

This is the first time in years that politics
has cut much of a figure in school board af-
fairs in St. Louis. The new president. on tak-
ing his office. said that as the majority of the
board was now republican, and elected as re-
publicans, the party would be held strictly ac-
| countable for the conduct of its business.

A large number of home-seekers have
been induced to buy lands in southwest
Missouri to which the title is bogus.

Fraudulent abstraects of title from Don Jo-
seph Valliere or Von de Carondelet, who are
certitled to have secured from the Spanish
government in 1793 the grant of a large tract
described ns in the White river district, ex-
tending from the Rivers Norte Grande and
Cibulus to the sources of sald rivers. ten
leagues in depti. In reality all the land not
entered belorgs to the United States govern-
ment. It s sald that hundreds of thousands of
dollars have been made by parties dealing in
the spurious land titles, and as many dupes
have recently come in conflict with the records
of the United States land office in ofcials of
the Springfield office have been impelled to is-
jue public warning. An investigation to trace
the deeds to their source is in prozress, and
sensational developments are promised thas
will affect men of accepted standing in St
Louls, Kansas City and Springfield.

MISSOURI DESCRIBED.

(Glov. Stone Glves a Sketch of the State for
Harper's Weekly—A Great Btate Settled
with Hospitable People.

The following is from a sketch of
Missouri written by Gov. William J.
Stone:

Missouri is one of the largest states in the
Union in area. It is the Aifth state in popula-
tion. Its chief city, St. Louls, also ranks as
the fifth in point of population. Kansas City,
on its western border, now has a population of
about 150,000. St. Joseph, in the northwestern
part of the state, has a population of about
75,000. Other cities in different parts of the
state have populstions ranging from 5,000 Lo
35,000,

The chief industries of the people are agri-
culture, horticulture, mining und manufactur-
ing. The soil is rich and productive. Wheat,
Indian corn, oats, rye, barley, timothy, clover,
blue grass and tobacco are produced in great
abundance. A large amount of cotton is raised
in the southeastern counties. Southern Mis-
souri is the choice spot of the American conti-
nent for spples, poaches, plums, grapes and
berries. The lergest peach orchard in the
world is located in Howell county. All these
fruits are grown abundantly in all parts of the
state. There are large areas of excellent com-
mercial timber, such as crpress. pine. wal-
nut, hard maple, ash, oak and hickory.
Building stone of a very fine gquality and
also fire-clays abound. Lead, zin¢ and iron
ores are mined in large quantities. Practical-
ly two-thirds of all the zinc mined in the United
States is produced in Missouri The central,
northern and western sections are underlaid
with vast and inexhsustible beds of bituminous
coal of fine quality. The state is a network of
navigable streams and railroads. The publie
debt is small, about $6,600,000. The annual tax
levied to support the staie government amounts
to ounly 15 cents on $100 valuation, and the valu-
atior is low. Missourl has the largzest avail-
able public school fund of any state in the
Union, 3nd no state has a finer or more com-
plete system of schools, public and private. Its
educational, eleemosynary and penal institu-
tlons are among the finest and best managed
on the continent.

Missourl is the leading state of th> south-
west, and in all respects the greatest state west
of the Mississippl. It is essentially a new
state. Its population is composed of those
who have come from every state in the Grioa
and from nearlyevery country in Europe. They
are a wide-uwake, progressive, moral. high-
minded, hospital people. No state can offer
grearer inducements to Immigrants desiring
pleasant homes, or to capital seeking safe and
profitable investment.

Loan Assoclation Premiums.

J'udge Thomas has filed suit in the
circuit court at Moberly involving a
question of great public interest.

The suit is brought on behalf .of the judge's
doughter and sen-in-law, Mr. «and Mrs. J. W.
Evens, against: the ;Pheenix Loan association
end Mrs. C. C. Hiatt, of St. Joseph, and Mr.
Valentine Rlegel, of Moberly. "The petition
seeks to set aside two deeds of trust given by
Mr. and Mrs. Evens on thelr kome to secure a
loan of £,7.0. The petition alleges that the
loan was illegal, fraudulent and oppressive,
and if the court grunts relizf on the ground set
up therein and its action is confirmed by the
supreme court the sait will, in a great
mensure, render {llegal the most of the
loans made by buildinz and loan ussociations
in Missouri The petition claims: That the
Pheenix Loan mssociation had no right to fix
arbitrarily the premium at 6) cents per share
ol stock per month as it did in this case, but
that the premium can e fixed only by fair hid-
ding in open meeting of the shareholders; that
the ¢company pretended to charge but 6 per
cent. for loans, when in fact it charged 20 per
cent.; that it adopted its methods simply to
avoid the usury laws: thatthe company does an
illegal business in discriminating agalnst bor-
rowers by requiring them to pay .50 cents per
month per share for dues, 50 scénts per month
persshare for interost, and 6) cents per share
per month for premium, wherens non-borrow-
ers pay only 50 cents p>r share per month as
dues, thus making the borrower, to mature his
loan, not only pay 5J ¢ents per month per sharpe
as dues and 50 cents per month per share as in-
terest, which ought to put him on an equality
with & non-borrower, but it makes him pay also
G0 cents per month per share by way of premi-
um, aud then lets the non-borrower share in
the profits arising from this premium without
contributing anything to the fund to which it
goes: that the company borrowed the money to
loan plaintiffs, it being claimed that a build-
ing and loan association has noauthority under
the law to borrow money to malce loans.

Judpge Thomas intends in this suit to test the
constitutionality of saction 2814 of the Missourl
Revised Statutes of 1839, which allows building
and loan associations to charge usurious rates
of interest, He thinks this section unconstitu-
tional because it confers on these associations
privileges not granted to banking and other
corporations and to individuals.

A CIPHER TELEGRAM 4

to It. :

WasHiNGTON, Nov. 18.—A cipher
telegram mcei‘:ed by the navy depart-
ment last evening from Capt. Picking,
under yesterday’'s date, from Rio de
Janeiro, is looked upon as significant
and possibly indicating a weakening
ot the strength of the insurgent fleet
under Admiral Mello. The translation
was as follows:

Naval representatives of eight “nations, in-
cluding our nation, have decided not to per-
mit munitions of war to be landed at Rlo.

Santos being still in possession of the Brazil-
ian government, and connected with Rlo de

Janeiro by railway, munitions of war can be
landed at Santos. Yesterday the insurgents
dressed ship. The Brazilisn government forts
fired a national salute in honor of the estab-
{ishment of the republic.

The only interpretation to be put
upon this dispatch is that the naval
representatives at Rio have decided
.that there shall be jno interference
with commerce and have formally noti-
fied the' insurgent admiral they will
prevent it. The probabilities are, and
this is the view taken by government
officials here, that this action weakens
Mello very much, for if he cannot close
the ports of Rio and bring the city
into subjection it eannot be conjec-
tured how he can make his rebellion
successful.

1t looks to naval officers very much
as if Mello had been badly erip-
pled. This action is in line with that
indieated in previous dispatches from
Capt. Picking to the effect that foreign
represenatives held a conference and
notified Mello that he must respect the
nationality of any lighter engaged in
unloading vessels and flying the flag
at its bow indiecating its nationality.
It appears that a studied effort has
been made to give Mello no excuse to
fire upon the city.

An agreement was made some time
ago that there should be no firing be-
tween the forees in Rio and the insur-
gents in the bay. This was violated
on one occasion, although it is not
known if any darage resulted. To-
day’'s dispatches indicate that the
naval officers on duty there in their
protection of foreign interests are de-
termined that this agreement shall be
enforced; for this last notice is the re-
sult of concerted action on the part of
the allied powers to prevent any firing
upon the city and damage to commerce
by either side.

ALEXANDER IS DEAD.

The Ex-Prince of Bulgaria, Alexander of
HBattenberg, Haa Gone the Way of All
Flesh—HIis Memory WIill Sarvive as a
Brilllant Soldier, Who Led His Bulga-
rian Subjects to & Notable Victory Over
the Servians.

VIENNA. Nov. 18.—Prince Alexander
of Battenberg, formerly prince of Bul-
garia, whose illness was announced
Thursday night, died at noon at Gratz.

Alexander Joseph, prince of Datten-
berg, countof Hartenau, was the sec-
ond son of Prince Alexander of Hesse.
He was born April 5, 1857. He attend-
ed the military school at Dresden, and
subsequently entered the dragoons of
the guard of the grand duke of Hesse.
He took part in the Russo-Turkish war
of 1877-78, and was present at the
siege of Plevna with Gen. Gourko.
After this campaign he entered the
royal guard of Prussia. When Bal-
garia was made an hereditary prin-
cipality under the treaty of Berlin
Prince Alexander. who was supported
by Russia, was elected prince by the
assembly of notables at Tirnova on
April 29, 1879. The election was
confirmed by the sultan of Turkey,
who was suzerain of Bulgaria. On
July 13, 1879, Prince Alexander as-
sumed the reins of government.
In 1885 war was declared against Bul-
garia by Servia and a Servian army
marched into Bulgaria. They were
met at Slivnitza by a Bulgarian army
under the personal command of Prince
Alexander, and were routed. Austria
intervened in the dispute and an
armistice was declared. On August1,
1886, Prince Alexander was deposed by
a conspiracy of high state officers,
who were said to have been
instigated by Russia. He was sent out
of the country and subsequently toolk
up his residence in Austria. Later he
married a German actress and assumed
the name of count of Hartenan. He
became a naturalized Austrian subject,
and in October, 1891, he was appointed
a colonel in the Austro-Hungarian
army.

UNDER MARTIAL LAW.

Chicagoe Will be an Unhealthy FPlace for
Night Prowlers.

CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—Commencing last
night Chicago will be, between the
hours of 1 and 6 a. m., practically un-
der martinl law, with the police force
as a garrison. Every person found on
the streets, outside the few streets
where business is carried on all night,
will be halted by officers in plain
clothes and required to give an account
of himself. He will be asked his name,
residence and the ecause of his being
in the streets at so late an hour.
Every person so accosted who will give
the required information will be al-
lowed to proceed. Persons who refuse
te answer the questions, or who shall
act in a suspicious manner or have
weapons or tools that might be used in
their possession, will be placed under
arrest. By this rigid method it is
hoped that many of the midnight
prowlers who have committed so many
murders and burglaries recently will
be eaptured or frightened away from
the city.

Two Young Barglar.

JEFFERBONVILLE, Ind., Nov. 18.—An-
drew Denninger and Edward Wood-
ward, two prominent young men of
this city. were arrested and locked np
yesterday, charged with burglary.
They are charged with looting several
residences at Scllersburg, and it is be-
lieved that they have had a hand in
other robberies that have recently oec-
curred in Clark county, which has
been infested with thieves for some
time.
